I wish  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  in  ycur  district  for  the  year  1953.  It  is 
arranged  in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Beard  of  Health  Circular 
No.  22/58  (Wales)  and  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  ensure 
its  early  publication. 

Staff:  There  were  no  staff  changes  in  1958. 

Vital  Statistics:  The  birth  rate  for  1958  was  16.19  per 

1,000  population  compared  with  16.04  in  1957* 

The  rate  for  the  rural  districts  in  the 
County  was  15.68  and  in  the  whole  County  it  was  16.05. 

' ' There  were  four  still  births  giving  a 

percentage  cf  2.7  cf  live  births  compared  with  5.5  in  1957. 

The  rate  fer  the  rural  districts  was  2.8  and  for  the  whole 
County  2. 1.  ••• 

There  were  six  illegitimate  births  giving 
a percentage  of  total  births  cf  4.0.  This  compares  with  1.9 
in  1957.  The  rate  in  the  rural  list  riots  was  4.1  end  in  the 
County  3.8.  • 

There  were  three  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  this  gives  an  Infant  Mortality 
rate  of  20  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  21  in  1957. 

The  rate  for  the  rural  districts  was  26  and  for  the  whole 
County  it  was  25. 

There  were  114  deaths  from  all  causes 
which  gives  a rate  of  12.56  per  1,000  population,  compared 
with  10.55  in  1957.  The  rate  for  the  rural  districts 

was  12.83  and  for  the  whole  County  it  was  12.59. 

The  causes  of  the  infant  deaths  were 

1.  A boy  of  five  days;  death  due  tc  an  infected 
meningocele. 

2.  A girl  aged  one  day;  death  due  to  a congenital 
deformity  of  the  heart. 

3.  A boy  aged  five  hours;  death  due  to  prematurity. 


One  feature  of  the  adult  deaths  is  the 
abnormal  number  of  accidental  deaths,  i.  e.  1C. 

Of  these  four  were  accidents  occurring 
on  the  road  and  involving  motor  traffic;  three  males  ages  54, 
73  and  79  years  and  one  female  age  83  years. 


Two  other  accidents  occurred  in  children,  a boy  of 
11  accidentally  shot  when  playing  and  the  other  a girl  of 
two  accidentally  drowned  in  a well. 

One  of  the  accidents  was  due  to  a tractor  turning 
over  whilst  being  driven  by  the  deceased,  a man  of  27  years. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  there  are  a high  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  of  various  parts  of  the  body  - 20.  Of 
these  seven  were  males  ages,  58,  70,  70,  70,  74,  74,  74  years 
and  13  females  ages  43,  58,  63,  64,  65,  69,  77,  79,  81,  82, 

82,  87  and  83  years. 

Of  these  only  one  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  it 
occurred  in  a female. 

36  deaths  are  attributable  to  heart  disease  - 25  males 
and  11  females. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis. 

WATER  SUPPLIES: 

The  Villages  of  Came,  Caersws,  Llangurig,  Llandinam, 
Cwmbelan,  Sarn,  Kerry,  Tregynon,  Alfa  and  Llanwnog  have  a 
Council  owned  water  supply,  providing  treated  water. 

As  before  supplies  at  Llandinam  are  not  satisfactory 
as  part  of  the  water  is  not  chlorinated.  The  Council's 
plans  to  renew  the  water  system  in  this ’Village  are  well 
under  way  and  1959  should  see  the  completion  of  this  scheme. 

During  1958  an  extension  of  water  was  taken  from  Tregynon 
to  supply  Bettws.  The  scheme  to  supply  Manafon  and  New  Mills 
received  a great  deal  of  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
scheme  will  be  completed  in  1959. 

Also  during  1958  further  investigations were  carried 
out  at  Dclfcr  and  there  is  a suggestion  that  the  hamlet  cf 
Stepaside  and  parts  of  Mochdre  could  be  supplied  from  the 
Do  If  or  source. 

The  scheme  to  supply  Clatter  and  Pcntdolgoch  from  Carno 
also  received  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  staid: 
on  this  extension  before  long. 

The  schemes  at  Bethel  Cross  Roads  and  at  Cefnccch  were 
net  started  in  1958  due  mainly  to  the  very  high  cost.  The 
Council,  however,  are  endeavouring  to  proceed  with  loss 
expensive  and  less  extensive  schemes  to  supply  these  areas 
because  it  is  felt  that  water  is  needed  in  these  predominantly 
agricultural  areas. 

During  1958  nC  active  progess  was  made  for  the  scheme 
from  Van  to  Trefeglwys. 


SANITATION: 


Part  of  Car  no , the  Villages  of  Caersws,  Llandinam,  Kerry 
and  Tregyncn  have  public  sewers. 

It  is  to  T.o  hoped  that  actual  work  will  be  commenced  in 
providing  Llangurig  and  Bettws  with  sanitation  in  1959.  A 
Public  Inquiry  as  to  the  needs  of  Llangurig  in  this  connection 
was  held  in  February,  1958,  and  the  result  of  the  Inquiry  was 
that  the  Village  needs  such  a scheme.  Various  technical 
delays  have  however  been  encountered  and  work  has  not  yet 
commenced  on  the  scheme. 

It  is  very  frustrating  when  cne  considers  the  endless 
numbers  of  difficulties  which  crop  up  and  cause  delay  in 
the  Council's  endeavour  to  improve  conditions  for  the 
inhabitants  of  its  district.  The  Members  of  the  Council 
are  very  much  aware  of  this. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

Parts  of  the  district  are  served  weekly,  some  fortnightly 
and  the  rest  monthly. 

The  Council  make  use  of  three  tips  - 

at  Cwmbelan,  shared  with  Llanidloes  M.  B. 
at  Caersws 
at  Tregyncn. 

The  Council  feel  it  desirable  to  have  a tip  in  the  Kerry/ 
Sarn  area,  to  save  the  long  haul  to  Tregyncn  from  tliis  area 
and  various  sites  are  being  investigated  in  this  district. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I received  an  indirect  complaint 
regarding  rat  infestation  at  the  tip  at  Caersws.  However,  I am 
satisfied  that  the  tip  is  properly  maintained  and  treated  for 
rat  infestation. 

ABATTOIRS; 

Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  regularly  at  th-  four 
privately  owned  slaughterhouses  in  the  rural  district. 

During  1958  no  complaints  regarding  than  were  received. 

The  regular  visits  cf  the  Public  Health  Inspector  does 
ensure  that  conditions  at  these  slaughterhouses  are  maintained 
at  a fairly  good  standard. 

HOUSING: 

No  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  The  Architect  was 
instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  six  houses  at  Caersws  and  two 
at  Kerry  in  order  to  carry  out  the  Council's  obligation  under 
their  slum  clearance  procedure  and  it  is  hoped  the  houses  will 
be  completed  in  1959.

and  8 are  willing  to  accept  a house  anywhere  in  the  rural  district. 

On  the  whole  I think  the  Council  can  be  fairly  satisfied 
with  their  achievements  in  recent  years.  We  may  grumble  a lot 
about  the  delays  which  hold  up  sc  many  of  our  plans.  I would 
like  to  quote  from  the  Council's  Medical  Officer's  report 
for  June,  1926 

"During  the  last  month  I have  had  several  complaints  from 
"liangurig  inhabitants  as  to  the  urgent  need  of  Public  Sanitary 
"Conveniences  in  this  village.  From  statements  made  by  some,  I 
"gather  that  15-20  charabancs  and  a large  number  of  other 
"motorists  pass  daily  through  this  Village,  i.  e,  an  estimated 
"number  of  600  to  800  people  at  a very  low  estimate.  All  the 
"charabancs  stop  in  this  Village  and  considerable  nuisance  to 
"the  inhabitants  is  caused.  I am  well  aware  that  this  matter 
"has  been  before  your  Council  before.  I can  only  suggest  that 
"the  Council  remedy  this  nuisance  at  once,  as  the  matter  is 
"very  urgent.  " 

That  report  was  written  32  years  ago  - it  could  well  have 
been  written  today.  But  who  knows , we  hope  wc  do  not  wait 
another  32  years  to  see  Public  Conveniences  at  Liangurig. 

In  conclding  this  part  of  the  report  I would  like  to 
thank  the  Council  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  they  show 


in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

iviy  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Thomas  and  to  Mr,  Haddocks 
for  invaluable  assistance  on  every  aspect  of  our  work.  Mr, Gray, 
Mr. Weaver  and  Mr.  Ccrfield  have  always  given  me  co-operation  and 
I would  like  to  thank  them  for  this.

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  r.  tifiable  are

In  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  the  following  diseases 
were  notified

Dysentery 

Regarding  the  dysentery  case,  several  more  cases  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  the  disease,  and  all  had  some  contact  with 
the  original  case  which  was  notified.  The  whole  family,  Mother, 
Father  and  seven  children  were  affected  and  gave  at  some  time 
positive  stools.  At  the  same  time  my  attention  was  drawn  to 
a suspicious  case  in  Newtown  and  this  also  proved  to  bo  caused 
by  the  same  organism.  The  school  which  was  attended  by  the 
children  of  the  original  family  and  also  the  child  seen  at  Newtown 
was  visited  by  the  Urban  Council's  Public  Health  Inspector  when 
advice  was  given  to  the  staff  regarding  cleanliness  of  the  closets 
and  the  kitchens.  No  ether  cases  were  found  and  the  outbreak 
was  quite  limited,  although  it  tock  quite  a long  time  to  get  the 
original  family  free  from  infection.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1958. 

Three  of  them  were  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  two  were 
women  aged  33  and  52  years  and  the  third  was  a man  cf  44  years. 

The  three  ncn-pulmonary  cases  were  : - 

1.  A woman  of  23  with  the  left  elbow  infected. 

2.  A woman  of  23  with  the  fallopian  tubes  infected. 

3.  A woman  of  79  with  a cold  abcess  in  the  right  breast. 

Three  names  were  removed  from  the  register  due  to  recovery: 

1.  A man  who  was  25  in  1948  when  notified  with  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

2.  A man  who  was  19  in  1949  when  notified  with  puluonary 
tuberculosi  s. 

3.  A woman  who  was  49  in  1952  when  notified  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  57  notified  cases 
of  tuberculosis  living  in  the  district. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  this  was  carried  cut  on  children  aged  13 
attending  the  Llanidloes  High  School,  Newtown  High  School  and 
County  Technical  School. 


The  children  are  Mantoux  tested,  i.  e.  given  a snail 
intra-derm al  dose  of  tuberculin  and  this  result  is  taken  after 
2 days.  Those  children  who  give  positive  results  have  at 
some  time  had  an  infection  with  tuberculosis  although  may  be 
so  slight  that  it  did  not  show  as  a diagnosed  case  of  tuberculosis. 
It  means  that  these  children  have  an  immunity  to  the  disease 
and  there  is  therefore  no  need  to  vaccinate  them.  They  and 
their  family  contacts  however,  are  invited  to  attend  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit. 

The  children  who  show  no  reaction  are  vaccinated  and 
are  Mantoux  tested  again  after  six  weeks  to  soc  if  they  are 
now  building  up  an  immunity.

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Newtown  and  Llanidloes 
at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  and  was  sited  at  the 
hospitals.

Vaccination.  This  procedure  is  still  encouraged  and  at  the 
infant  clinics  and  in  their  homes,  the  mothers  are  urged  to 
have  their  babies  vaccinated. 

PRC  T NOTION  ^GAINST  DIFTHERIA  AND  WKCCFING  a UGH. 

This  procedure  is  carried  cut  at  the  infant  ’welfare 
clinics  and  at  the  Schools  and  by  the  local  general  practitioners. 
Only  adequate  prctection  against  diptheria  will  ensure  that 
any  outbreak  of  this  disease  will  net  reach  epidemic  proportions. 
Up  to  about  18  years  ago  or  even  less,  diptheria  'was  a killing 
disease,  but  with  the  advent  of  a satisfactory  prophylactic 
treatment  the  disease  is  certainly  kept  under  control,  but 
will  only  remain  so  as  long  as  a high  percentage  of  the  child 
population  is  adequately  immunised.

PROTJ&TION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS.  During  1953  increased 

supplies  cf  vaccine  became 
available  both  from  this  country  and  from  the  United  States  and 
Canada  and  consequently  a very  large  number  of  children,  aged 
from  6 months  to  16  years,  have  received  two  injections.  In 
fact  a large  proportion,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  had  received 
a third  injection. 

Vaccination  has  been  extended  to  young  adults  up 
to  26  years  and  to  expectant  mothers.

During  the  year  the  Tregynon  Supply  was  extended 
tc  the  Village  of  Bettws.  The  storage  tank  at  Adfa  was 
increased  tc  10,000  gallons  and  the  mains  were  extended  to 
the  Cross  Roads  on  the  Cefncoch  Road  and  to  the  hamlet  cf 
Llanwyddelan  on  the  Newtown  Road.

The  chemical  analyses  indicated  the  quality  of  the 
supplies  to  be  satisfactory.  The  bacteriological  examinations 
showed  4 samples  to  be  unsatisfactory.  These  samples  were  taken 
from  the  Adfa  extension  before  use,  subsequent  samples  indicate 
the  quality  to  be  satisfactory. 

FOOD  IN  SP  DCT  ION, 

In  all  premises  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  maintained.  The  number  of  licenced  premises  within  the 
district  selling  ice  cream  is  ten.  No  new  licenced  were 
granted  during  the  year.
